In Tuesday night’s situation, executive session was a 


mockery, because townspeople were allowed inside the | 


closed meeting while two reporters were barred, 


Thus, for several reasons, we believe the Committee | 


used excessively bad judgment in closing its doors on this 


issue, Which has become public, both in the recent politi- | 


cal campaign and through many letters written to the mem- 
bers, Quite apart from its legal right to call an execu- 
tive session, we feel that the Committee did the towns- 


people a grave injustice by not fully discussing and | 


leciding this issue publicly, 

There have been too many rumors in circulation; half- 
truths have become accepted facts, It no longer is possible 
for anyone to protect Mr. Dimlich from this discussion. 

In fact, so public has this issue become that we feel 
there is not the slightest validity to the claims that an 
executive session would ‘protect’? him. 

Only an open discussion could have done any good 
Tuesday night; and this was denied. 

Now that he has been, «in effect, fired from his position, 
the School Committee should certainly clarify its stand by 
citing the specific reasons to which they lent endorse- | 


nent. At least this would provide facts, not rumors, for 
townspeople to consider,

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Medical Missionary 
will Speak Here 


DR. HALE HENRY COOK 

Dr, Hale Henry Cook, Congrega= 
tional Christian medical mission= 
ary from Vadala, India, back inthe 
United States after 12 years of out= 
standing work among lepers, will 
speak at the Morning Worship at 
the South Church, Sunday, March 
97. at 10:30, Dr. Cook will also 
speak to the Church School and to 
the Junior and Senior Pilgrim 
Fellowships at their meetings in 
the evening. 

In 1947 he began his first term 
in India with the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign 
Missions, on the staff of the 120- 
bed general hospital at Wai. As 
nedical superintendent of the hos- 
pital from 1951 to 1953, he pre= 
pared it for its present entirely 
Indian administration, 

His second term began with su= 
pervision of the public health pro- 
gram in Satara, developed largely 
by Mrs, Louise Fisher, another 
missionary of the American Board, 
Later sent to Vadala he undertook 
the completion, through preventive 

edicine, of the evangelistic, edu- 
cational, agricultural and curative 
medical work which has been in 
progress for three generations, 

After three years spent in this 
development Dr, Cook reports pro= 
gress to the point of a busy 50-bed 
hospital completely in Indian 
hands, The work load has increased 
tenfold, the staff fourfold. 

The hospital has a well equipped 
laboratory, X-ray equipment, 
electrical plant and five new build= 
ings, It operates a smoothly 
running mother and baby welfare 
center and school health service, 
distributing Church World Service 
milk powder, multipurpose food 
and vitamins to all who need them. 

There is now an affective leprosy 
control program at Vadala as well 
as much needed improvements in 
anitation, of vita] importance in 
the health protection of the commue 
ity, When he returns to India Dr, 
Cook hopes to work out a tuber- 
culosis contro] program,

Town’s Best Interests 

The distress evidenced by a resident of Brown st., as 
he contemplates the introduction of a shopping center into 
the West Andover area near his home, is actually a feeling 
shared by many residents whenever something threatens to 
intrude into their own neighborhood. 

The resident mentioned here expressed the feeling that 
he had built a house in a one-acre zone, without the 
slightest indication that it would ever be anything but 
residential. Now he sees what to him is the awful spectre 
of a shopping center nearby. 

It’s impossible not to feel sympathetic, acknowledging 
that most of us probably would feel the same way under 
the circumstances, 

This makes a decision more difficult, because some- 
times it is necessary to act contrary to one’s sympathies 
if the evidence is strong enough to show that the town will 
benefit sufficiently from the project. 

No decision can be made until the open hearing April 4, 
when the developers of the shopping center meet with 
assembled town boards and interested citizens, Until then, 
there are facts that are unavailable. 

But we suspect that the Selectmen and other responsi- 
ble officials, feeling sympathetic towards the resident's 
problem, will reach a decision only after the most thorough 
study of the merits and objections. 

This particular case highlights a problem that faces the 
town each time an industrial or commercial prospect 
appears — where can it be located without objection. And 
of course there seldom is a location that does not meet 
with some objection. 

Even in the industrial area there are houses, and vari- 
ances have been granted for additional ones since the 
zoning was approved. Probably residents of that area will 
object when an industrial prospect wants to locate nearby 
- and their objection no doubt will attract the sympathy 
of many. 

It boils down to a simple proposition. 

There isn’t any place in town where a business or in- 
dustry can locate without having residents of the section 
feel that this will be detrimental to their interests. In some 
cases it may be true, and in some imagined. But the deci- 
sion must always be made by responsible officials who 
keep the best interests of the town in mind at all times. 

Otherwise, we would have no commercial or industrial 


growth. 
Don’t Accept Rides 


The experiences of a Ballardvale boy last week point 
up a problem that faces all of us: 

How can we keep our children safe from molestation by 
the unknown assailant? 

There is, of course, no single answer to the question. 
For unless a child leads so completely a sheltered life 
that he never leaves the home, there is always the chance 
that he will become an assault victim. 

However, there are certain safeguards that can be taken 
— and not the least of these is avoiding accepting a ride 
from a stranger, 

Over the years there have been many words of advice to 
motorists on the dangers of picking up strangers thumbing 
rides by the roadside, And these have been effective in 
large part in cutting down the number of reported cases of 
crimes committed by a hitchhiker. 

But our attention also must be directed towards the un- 
wary, who innocently thumb rides, thus giving a criminal 
or a psychopath an easy opportunity to pick up a victim. 

On many occasions we see young men thumbing rides 
— mostly school kids — who, for some reason didn’t catch 
the school bus, or have no transportation available. They 
are all potential victims, for once in a moving car, there is 
little opportunity to get out even if they begin to Suspect 
there might be a reason to do so, 

What is needed is more emphasis on the dangers of 
seeking and accepting rides from strangers on the high- 
ways, even though these happen to be the streets in our 
Own town, 

All parents, public-spirited citizens, and those in a 
position to enforce safety regulations, should concentrate 
on keeping the hitchhiker safe from crime by insisting that 
rides can not be solicited on the public ways, 

This, we believe, is one of the methods that can affec- 
tively be used to keep our children safe, At the very least, 
they will not be helping, in their innocence, to create a 


situation from which they can suffer,
